DETROIT TP—Plastic*, which go 
into squeeze bottles and 
shower 
curtains, are finding increased uses 
in the family auto. 
The average car now has several 
hundred parts made of plastics, 
ranging from .steering wheels to 
seat covers and from radiator or 
naments to tail light lenses. 
But 
most of the plastic parts arc not 
visible to the motorist’s eye. 
An early use of plastics in autos 
was a disirihutor cap weighing less 
than half a jxiunri 
It was pioneer­ 
ed in 1915 by Bakelite Co , a divi­ 
sion of Union Carbide and Carbon 
Corp , the world’s largest supplier 
of plastics. 
Because of their electrical in 
striating properties, plastics first 
found general use in the ignition 
system. 
Coil casing, gaskets anti 
battery terminals were math* of 
plastics wh ch could resist mois­ 
ture, acids and oil". 
Sleek sports car bodies — latest 
wonders of the automotive indus­ 
try—merely mark another step in 
the plastic parade for cars 
I On Production Fine 
Back in 1916, laminated plastics 
formed the first silent timing gears 
The development of a brake lining 
made of asbestos textile combined 
with Bakelite resins provided great­ 
er driving control after 1920 
The 
same material was used to improve 
clutch facings and other friction 
parts 
Safety glass in reality is a “ sand­ 
wich” of twin sheets of glass bond 
ed together with resins 
The hard, 
glossy paints baked onto car bod­ 
ies also utilize synthetic resins 
Vinyl pl a st: cs often are used for 
upholstery, throttle pads and arm 
rests, as well as for such hidden 
purposes as weather stripping and 
w iring insulation.

WASHINGTON IP—Plans .ire be 
ing made to convert the Smithson 
Jan Institution 
already Washing­ 
ton’s top tour..st attraction- into a 
truly national museum represent­ 
ing the history,

Initial steps of the program were 
taken when Hep George A 
D<»n- 
dero ( R-Mich.), chairman of the 
public works 
committee 
of the 
House, introduced a hill in Con­ 
gress to authorize 
appropriation 
for a new maveom building for the 
Smithsonian. The legislation would 
provide for *990,000 for construc­ 
tion of a building to replace the 
Smithsonian's Arts and industries 
Building 
Dr 
Leonard Carmichael, secre 
tary of the institution, has describ­ 
ed the bill’.' introduction a* en 
couraging and a *• top toward Tut 
fillment of toe Smithsonian's pro­ 
gram to set up a museum depicting 
the 
technological anti 
industrial 
growth of the I nited States which 
would be* consistent with the tra 
dition.s and the stature of the Unit 
cd States in the world. 
More Room Needed 
The new structure would be lo 
rated on the north side of the Mall 
in line with the National Gallery 
of Ari and the National History 
Museum. The new museum would 
be more spacious than the old quar­ 
ters now in use. 
Dr. 
Carmichael 
has 
observed 
that the old building no longer is 
adequate for the large number of 
collections it must contain or for 
the 15,0ou to 25,000 vi dors it re 
crises daily. 
As described by Dr Carmichael, 
a series of nails would he given 
over to periods of U. S 
history, 
with exhibits reflecting the life and 
thought of the various eras and 
their part in national development 
These periods would be Hlusfrat
